"irrepressible BM diet" theory, accepted the pre 
mi rslnp of tbe administration of bis luccessful 
rival for tbe Chicago nomination, and with an 
ease and absolute grace peculiar to only the ablest 
at..! most aecomplshed politicians, from hiving 
Iseen a very few months ago the recognized ein- 
ladiment of the nuet ultra Republicanism, has 
made himself the leader and cbampiou of ibe Con- 
servative uinjr of tbe party. 

This movement of Seward's, and tbe corres- 
ponding action of many lamtMg Republicans in 
Congress from New England, and tbe Middle and 
Western States, have aroused tbe ire of tbe 
radi.al. : and tbeir leaders and organs are de- 
nouncing them without stint as rebels and trai- 
tors. 1 he New York Tribune takes tbe lead. It 
p>urs out up,n Seward and Cha*. Francis Adams 
aid 1'a.rwin and others, denunci ations hardly lore 
viiulent than those it utters against the leaders of 
tbe S.uthern secession programme. The Chicago 
Tribune, a lesser light, but not lees rabid organ 
of ultra or slsililionized Republicanism, flies furi 
ioo-ly at the throat of Hon. Wm. Kellogg, of Il- 
linois, and formally resds him out of the Repub- 
lican party, for having introduced a series of 
measures of sdjustment. The Albany Evening 
Journal and tbe Chicago Journal, representing 
the conservative faction, have promptly come to 
tbe defence >4 these conservative Republicans, 
and Ibe feud is began. It is spreading rapMly, 
and becoming daily mora fierce and relentless. 
In the mean time it is known positively that the 
administration of Mr. I. inn. In will take sides witb 
tbe conservatives. Ibis will give them an over- 
powering strength, and enable them to triumph 
over the radicals, who will in ths end be reduced 
lo the proportions of the old alajlition party of 
1* when it was led by tbe Van Uurens. It if 
to tbis conservative portion of the Republican 
party that tbe country now looks with hope for 
an adjustment of our domestic ditliculties, which 
shsll vindicate the ourse of Southern Bonier 
Sia'e». and remove from our hot-headed brethren 
farther south, every pretext for a further prosecu- 
tion of their ISsunion schemes. This hope is 
daily strengthened, and the adjustment party is 
constantly gsthering to itself new adherents, not 

nly from among the masses, but from among the 
leaders in Congress.

In whit con-isus the speci..l sacrednesa of a 
State} I speak not of the 1 sition assigned to s 
State in tbe Union by the Col s'ilu ion, fur that 
we all recognize. If" a State ami county possess 
equality in territory and inhabitants, in what, as 
a metier of principle, is the State bef.-r than the 
county? Would an exchange of names Iw an ex- 
ilian go of right* anon principle? Ilv what right- 
ful principle m:iv a State, hcinif mlt more than 
one-fiftieth part of the nation in soil and popula- 
tion, l.re.k up the nation and then ewne tho 
larg -r divi-i«n of ilsel'? What mysterious right 
to play tlie tyrant is conform! on a district or 
county by merely calling it a Stat,? 

Mr. Lincoln, in conclusion, said he was not as- 
serting anything, but a-king qu-s 1 >ns for them 
to consider and 1 *ri<le k* tbeir own minds what 
was right and what wa< wrong. \/ 

It would seem from this . . ncl . !uv remark 
that Mr. Lincoln did not wish to be undcr- 
st.kal as proclaiming in the previous riniarks 
tbe policy he as President is resolved to pursue, 
but as merely throwing out bofnrc his auilieocc 
provocatives to rerli clion! He disclaimed the 
responsibility of "asserting anything", but 
claimed to be simply ".1 king questions for 
them to coii-i.lcr and decide in their own 
minds what wits rigbt and what was wrong. " 
The speech was not Jucksouian but Socratic. 
It was a feeler ratlmr than a proclamation. 
Now, wo loafca-s wc do not much admire this 
manner of speaking in a man holding Mr. 
Lincoln's position and ndations. We do not 
admire it at all, except in the primary mean- 
ing nf the word o<///iiVc; the thing certainly is 
adapted to ruiso wonder in a high degree. 

H Mr. Lincoln had not yet fully made up 
bis mind to do what he broached for the con- 
sideration of the populace of Indianapolis, as 
wc are left to infer that he bad not, why did 
he broach it? Nay, if he had at tbe moment 
fully made up his mind to do all tbis, why, 
three weeks before bis inauguration, and a 
thousand miles bYom the National Capita), 
anticipating counsels and events that might rea- 
sonably induce him to change his mind or essen- 
tially modify it, and disregarding totally the 
obvious temper of the Southern >ieople as well 
a* tbe anxious efforts now making for a peace- 
ful and happy solution of the whole fearful 
iifliculty, why, we say, if he had even made 
up his mind at the instant, should he, under 
such rirtumstanees, publish tbe result, when, 
as we have intimated, the only tff*t of pub- 
lishing it would be to array his pride of con- 
sistency against the lesson of subsequent 
developments an.l tbe advice of al>sent coun- 
sellors, whilst imparting to tha cause Of seces- 
sion an impetus which no after declaration 
might serve to ncutrdite? A prudent man, in 
Mr. Lincoln's inexpressibly delicate and re- 
sponsible situation, would, it seems to us, 
reserve his final determination, and conse- 
quently tho publication of it, until the 
final moment, leaving bis judgment open as 
long as possible to the modification of counsel 
and of events. Much more would be refrain 
carefully from announcing what might be un- 
derstood or misunderstood as Lis final 
determination before he had even 
formed it. Yet Mr. Lincoln, to put 
the most charitable- construction on his re- 
marks at Indianapolis, has, whilst disclaiming 
the assertion of "anything,'' announced what 
he must know, if be has a particle of sagacity, 
that tbe whole country, North as well as South, 
will accept as a declaration of bis final de- 
It he would really have his an- 
nouncement to be so accepted, he is guilty of 
a striking la. k of dignity as well as of pru- 
dence and of justice. If he would not, but 
puts forth the announcement barely to experi- 
ment U|son the public feeling, his conduct is 
more befitting a village pettifogger than the 
President el. ct of a dissolving Kepublic. In 
either case, Mr. Lincoln's remarks are a gross 
outrage not only upon good taste but the sa- 
cred proprieties of his position. We own our 
utter astonishment that a man of his reputed 
sagacity and singleness of heart has in ap- 
proaching tbe threshold of his great office 
stumbled thus grievously. 

At respects the policy defined by Mr. Lin- 
coln, whether adopted by him or not, we have 
insuperab'e ob ections. The present troubles 
must end in either a sjeedy reconciliation of 
the sections and the preservation of the gov- 
ernment or the permanent reparation of the 
States and the destruction of the government. 
Thus far, we doubt not, all are agreed. Mr. 
Lincoln himself will not dispute this conclu- 
sion. The question of speedy reconciliation 
or of permanent separation is the paramount 
question before the country. And this question 
must be or ought to be determined by the peo- 
ple themselves. A zealous iffirt is making 
to carry it fairly up to the people for determi- 
nation. Meanwhile, what should be tho poli- 
cy of the Federal Government towards the sece- 
ding States? This although a secondary ques- 
tion is one of signal consequence, inasmuch as 
its decision will havo an important bearing on 
the determination of the paramount question. 
How should this secondary question be dec i- 
ded? The answer appears to ui to be plain. 
It is dictated alike by common sense and by 
common justice. Let the existing status be 
faithfully observed by both parties until the 
people in their sovereign capacity have time to 
determino the question referred to 
them. In our judgment, less than 
this on the part of the national 
authorities would be to compronitt the funda- 
mental principles of the government, whilst 
more would be to complicate the question by 
xpedient exercise of 
Let both parties, however, suspend 
hostile action during the deliberation of the 
l«ople, and neither will comprumit its posi- 
tion or have the smallest occasion for the em- 
ployment of force afterwards. If tbe people 
decree or rerogniie,the separation of tbe States, 
the jurisdiction of the nation will be surren- 
dered peaceably; if tho people, reconcile tbe 
Stairs, the jurisdiction of the nation will be 
peaceably acknowledged. And unquestiona- 
bly the people assembled in National Conven- 
tion or otherwise will reconcile the States or 
decree or recognize their separation. Thus 
the simple observance of the existing status 
pending the arbitration of tbe people offers to 
lead to a peaceable solution whether for ulti- 
mate weal or woe. And it is our settled con- 
viction that no other course offers a like re- 
sult. 

Most certainly the course define.) orsug^cst- 
aj by Mr. Lincoln docs not. This course 
flatly violates the |*>licy we have set forth 
above. The forts which rightfully or wrong- 
fully the Federal Government has suffered to 
fall into the hands of tbe seceding States 
can't lie retaken without distarbing fatally tho 
existing statu*. The rxsetession of those 
f.rts constitutes through the ac'.i.m or inaction 
of the FVderul (iovi nunent itself an essential 
part of 'the existing status, toft it for the pres. 
cut n main untouched. Any attempt to disturb 
it by force pending the arbitration of the 
people would be a wanton and wicked infrac- 
t on of the public |>eace: and after tbe arbitra- 
tion of the people, no matter whether their 
I ct ton M for or against the Union, there will 
be no occasion for the attempt. Moreover, the 
attempt of the Federal Government to "retake 
its own forts" after their virtual 
would at least in 

necessarily to "inraxion" in tbe popular ac- 
ceptation of the term, which we understand 
Mr. Lincoln himself to condemn as unwise and 
uupnipcr. Be this as it may, the fact isrlear. Tiie 
recapture of the forts now iu possession of the 
sec ding States could be accomplished or even 
undertaken only at the cost of civil war the most 
fierce und desolating and of the extinction of 
the lost hope of preserving the nation. Jf Mr 
Lincoln does in reality meditate this enter- 
prise, be is the worst of madmen. If be 
doesn't meditate the enterprise he is scarcely

Hots. J. .lis J. CniTTMttiB*. — On Saturday 
last the Hon. William B. liea.1, of Larue, in- 
rrodnced in the State Senate a series of resolu- 
tions, tenderipr the thanks of the people of 
Kentucky to the Hon. John J. Crittenden for 
his constant and untiring efforts to effect a set- 
tlement of our national difficulties; expressing 
the dasiro of his native State that though hi* 
official connection with the national councils 
will goon terminate, he should conf.nns with 
unabated zeal his patriotic exertions, and not 
withhold from his countrymen the benefit of 
his wisdom and counsels in this critioal period, 
and that "in view of his intimate connection 
with the great work of pacification and the pe- 
culiar relations which he sustains to all sections, 
giving him unusual powers for good to his whole 
country, Kentucky earnestly request* of her 
distinguished Senator, that he will remain at 
tbe Fttleral Capital, or tiaat as many of the 
States as he may deem pn.per, and urge thu 
speedy adoption of such measures as will secure 
the equal rights of the people of all the States, 
and restore peace and harmony to on* a) h*aet> 
ed country." This compliment, m|*j 1: .r.ly 
londered to Mr. Crittenden from the Demo- 
cratic side of the Senate chamber, received the 
votes of Speaker Porter, of Woadford, Suna- 
t irs Anthony, of Allen, Barrick, of Barren, 
Cosby, of Henderson, DcHaven, of Henry, 
+'isk, of Kenton, Gibson, of Owsley, Grundy, 
of Washington, Jenkins, ot Ballard, Marshall, 
n«' Hrackcn, Mc Braver, of Mercer, Prall, of 
Bourbon, 1; . .I, of Larue, and Walker, of 
Ohio— fourteen Democrats— while Senator Cis- 
ar-ll, of Union, Davidson, of Morgtn. Glenn, 
of TodJ, Graver, of Owen, Irvin, of Cal- 
loway, and Bust, of Greenup, six D m a rata, 
Meal arainst it. The resolutions on Monday, 
the lost day of the session, wen> called up in 
the House by J. Kemp Goodloe, of W.«d- 
d, hut the Tsrmncratic mnjority refused to 
suspend the rules to consider them, though a 
few of the dominant party voted with the 
friends of the Union. It was not necessary that 
Mr. Crittenden should receive this commenda- 
tion of bis past course, or the request to labor 
unremittingly in the future for the pacification 
of the country, to mil nonce his patriotic action 
and devotedness to the holy cause in which he 
has so zealously embarked. 

That a necessity or even an occasion should 
exist under any cin nmsunces so entirely out 
uf the path of all political precedent to induce 
the Senate of Kentucky to request Mr. Critten- 
den to remain at Washington after the expira- 
tion of his Senatorial term is a terrible and 
stinging rebuke to John C. Breckinridge. It 
indicates, plainer Man could the language of 
any direct instructions, that Kentucky has lost 
confidence in the man she formerly selected to 
wed the venerable Crittenden; it brand* 
with merited severity the selfish policy of tha 
Vice President in permitting the diarupturc of 
the I >• 111. .1 rati.- party and the di feat of Stephen 
A. Douglas and in bringing about the present 
unhappy condition of our national affaire; it 
proclaims that the specious mask of Union 
sentiment which concealed tho design of the 
secession leaders has fallen trl and ex- 
posed all the hideons deformity beneath. 
When therefore the Kentucky Senate, which 
has disUnguished itself for conservatism and 
a chivalrous devotion to the Union, sent these 
resolutions relative to Mr. Crittenden to the 
House and asked its concurrence, the Breck- 
inridge leader* determined, under the screw of 
party caucus, that they should be stilted. A 
few rebelled against this coarse and left the 
cancus; some of whom had the manliness to 
vote for taking up the resolutions, while others 
hedged or fell back doggudl v into tbe party 
traces, but there were forty -one found ready to 
bject to their consideration, and as it required 
two-thirds to accomplish this, their object was 
attained by a minority vote.

Weeping friends group- 
ed picturesquely in the foreground; the bloody 
robe, the ghastly wounds, were conjured to the 
imagination; and who was there tbat did not ex- 
pect to bear the exclamation: "If you have 
tears, prepare to shed them now"? [Laughter.] 
Sir, what are tbe great wrongs that have been 
inflicted upon Lnuhiana? Prior to I8u,1 Louis- 
iana was transferred from Spain to France, and 
from France back to Spain — both property and 
sovereignty— slmost with tbe same facility as a 
chattel from one person to another. On the 30<h 
of April, MML when this treaty was made, what 
was tbe condition of lasxmkasxl It was then a 
province of th* First Consul of France, sublect to 
be disposed of at his discretion.

portion of it I am willing to ttand by to the very 
last extremity) believe that aggressions have been 
made upon them by the other States, in reference 
to the institution of slavery. A large n r'ion of 
tbe South believe thst something ought to be 
done in the shape of what has been offend by the 
distinguished Senator from Kentucky, or some- 
thing very similar. They think ai d feel tbat that 
ought to be done. But, sir. there is snnther

TheSenstor from Louisiana. [Mr. BerjaminJ in 
a speech that he made some days since, to. k c 
rasion to allude to some authority thit I had i:i- 
troduced from Gene-al Washington, the first Pres- 
ident who executed the laws of tbe. United States 
against armed resistance; sod it occurred to bim 
that, by way of giving bis argument force, it was 
necessary to remark that I was not a lawyer, and 
that therefore I had not examined the 'subject 
with that minutenesi and with tbat care and 
faasittariry that 1 should have done; and hence 
tbat I had introduced au'hority which had no ap- 
plication to the question under consideration. 
The proof that a* gave to show that I had not ex- 
amined tbe subject carefully, was contained in t!:e 
verv extract that I bad quilled tnd which he said 
declared that General Washington had been in- 
formtsd by the marshal that he coo d notexecute th* 
lawr: and from tbe fact of the marshal being ire i- 
pahle to execute them, Ganersl Washington was 
called upon to employ the means, under the Con- 
stim.ion snd the laws, whicb were necessarv to 
their enforcement. It may have been neces-ary 
for the distinguished Senator to inform the Sen- 
ate and the country tbat I was not a lawyer; but 
it was not necessary to inform anybody tbat read 
his speech and that had the slightest information 
or sagacity, tbat he was a lawyer, and that be 
was making a lawyer's apeech tipon the case be- 
fore him; not an argument npon the great priuci- 
ple* of ibe government. The speech was a com- 
pute lawyer's speech, and the authorities were 
summed up simplv to make out the case on hit 
side; snd he left out all those that would di-prov* 
hi- position. It required no very great acumen 
or s, gmc.it y to discover thst be was a lawyer; and, 
on that cccasi n. I tbiuk he showed himself to be 
a lawyer in the proper sense of the term, for he 
made s lawyer's argument, jus: suiting tbe esse, 
leaving out and not noticing all suthori ic* on 
tb* other side. 

That Senator yesterday teemed to lie very seri- 
ous in regard to tbe practical operation of the 
doctrine of secession. I felt sorry myself, some- 
what. I am always reluctant to part's it b * gen- 
tleman with whom I have been associated, and 
nothing had transpire ) todiatnibbetween us tin se 
courteous relations which should always exist Iw- 
tween persons associated on thii floor."

Sb* do** more- in violation of tb* Con- 
stitution of tbe United States, in despitt of tbs 
plighted faith thst exists between sll tbe States, 
sbs takes our arsenels, our forts, our customhouse, 
our mint, with shout s million dollars. Gracions 
God! to what are we coming? Is it thus that lh* 
Constitution of tba United State* is to be viola- 
ted?

They got tired of th* 
log thst Isy in their midst, upon which thev Could 
bask in tbe son, or from which they could dive 
to the depth beneath, without interference. And 
three seceding State* hav* got fired of th* Fed 
oral Government, which has b**n so profitable 
to tb*m, and loaths tbs blessings whicb tbey 
en)uv. tJtwatnglv. It* inability to take car* of 
itself created their opposition to It- It seams, 
tb* Inability of the United State* to defend and 
take eare of Its own property, has been sn invita- 
tion to tham to take possession of It; snd, tike 
the frogs, tbey seek a substitute for their log. 
Tbey prayed to Jupitar, tb* supreme deity, to 
Mndthem" another king, and he an*w*r*d iliair 
prayei by tending them t stork, who toon de- 
voured his subject frog*. I here are storks, too, 
in tb* **c*ding State*. South Carolina has ber 
stork king, and to has I/wi-Una. In tbe heavy 
appropriations they are making to maintain ar- 
mies, and in all their preparations for war, for 
which there is no cause, tbey will find tbey hav* 
brought down storks upon them that will devour 
tbem. 

What do we find, Mr. President, since this 
movement Commenced? In (bout forty-six days, 
sine* tbe first State went out nnlil the last one 
disappeared — tb* 26th of January — th*y have 
taken from tbe United State*, tbi* harmless old 
ruler, on* thousand and nine y-lwoguns, without 
any resistance, amounting to ktf.Sls.W* 1 . They 



ax impU and come into a new confederacy upon 
ber terms, they are to be put under th* ban, and 

their slave pro'pertv to lie subjected to restraint 
snd restriction. What protaottaa can South Car- 
olins givo Tennessee? Any ? None upon tbe face 
of the earth. 

Some of tbe men who are engaged in th* work 
of dieiuptiou and dissolution, want Tennessee and 
Kentucky, and Virginia to inrr.ish tham with 
men and money in the event of their becoming 
engaged in a war for the ennqnest of Mexico. 
Tbe Tenneaseean* *nd Kentuckians and Virgin- 
ians are very deslrabl* when thtir men and their 
money are wanted; hut what protection does 
South Caro*!i give Tennessee? If negro prop- 
erty is .i^anger-.l ir. Tennessee, we have to de- 
fend it and pay for it— not South Carolina, that 
has been an apple of dL-cord in this Confederacy 
from my earliest recollection down to th* present 
time, complaining of everything, satisfied with 
nothing. I do not intend to be invidious, but I 
have sometimes thcight tbat it would be a com- 
fort if Massachusetts snd South Carolina could be 
chained together as the Siamese twius, separated 
from the continent, and taken out to some remote 
and secluded part of the ocean, and there fast 
anchored, to be washed by the wave*, and to >>e 
cord d by th* winds; and after thev had been kept 
there a sufficient length of time, the people of the 
United Stares m^ght entertain the proposition of 
taking tbem back. [Laughter ] They seem to 
bavs been the source of dissatisfaction pretty much 
ever since they were in th* Confederacy; and some 
experiment of this sort, I think, would operate 
beneficially upon tbem; but, as tbey are here, w* 
must try It do the best we can with them. 

So much, Mr. President, for Sooth Carolina and 
Louisiana in thi* atruggl*. I do not think tbev ere 
setting examples very worthy of imitation. But, 
sir, the speech tbat I made on the 19th of Deceai- 
ber seems to have produced some little stir; and 
among other distingished Senator*, the Senator 
from Oregon [Mr. Lane] felt it his dutv. lite in 
the evening, to make a teply to me. I do nor see 
why it was called for from t he Senator from Ore- 
gon. I did not know that I hid said anything 
that w»« offensive to him; it was not mv' inten- 
tion to do so; it waa an inadvertence if I did. I 
felt that I had just come out of a campaign in 
which I had Ulxired hard, and in which I had ex- 
pended mv money and mv lime in vindicating 
him and the present Vice President, who wss s 
csndidate for the Presidency, from the charge of 
favoring secession snd disunion. Through tbe 
dust and heat, tbrongh the mud snd rain, I trav- 
ersed my State, meeting the charge of the Opposi- 
tion 'hat secession waa at tht- hot om of this move 
me t; that there was a fixed txaixn and plan to 
bteufc »P 'his government; that it s'arteil at 
Charleston, an I was consummated at Baltimore; 
and the charge was made that my worthy friend 
— if I mav lie permitted to c ill him such; I thought 
I waa his friet.d then — was the e:nl*siiment of 
disunion and seces-ion. I met the charge. I 
denied it I repudiated it. I tried to convince 
the people- »nd I think I did succeed in convinc- 
ing som* of them— that tbe charge wss untrue; 
and that he and Mr. Breckinridge were tbe two 
lieet Union men in the country. I did not see 
whit there was in my speech that sh mid evort 
reply from him, who" resided awav North. I had 
not come in conflict with anything that h-h.d 
said or dons. When he was striking these blows 
at me without cause, I thought it was. st Irsst. 
unkind. 1 may not h >ve defended him to entire 
satisfaction. It so turned out tbit we were un- 
fortunate; we were defeated; but I was willing 
to stand like a man; tostindupon the Constitu- 
tion and the Union, and, if I must fall, fall de- 
cently. After 1 bad gone 
after I had defended ' 
him with my voice 

wss strange that he should attack me in the 
m inner he did. I fell Lka replying to him, on 
the spur of ths occ.i-ion; bat it was late in th* 
•vening, and by the time he h-id concluded, tbe 
Senate was tirtd out, and I declined going on. 
I preferred to let it pass, and submit to all the 
wrong snd injury i; dieted upon me. In bis 
speech upon that occasion, tbe Senator from Or- 
er p nude u-e of ihe following language:

Lven after Lincoln was elee'ed, the Senator 
from Louisiana is nported to hav* said, in the 
State of California, ami in the city of San Fian- 
cisco, that tltia great I'nion could not lie deat rov- 
ed. Those great and intolerable oppressions, of 
which we have since heaid fmm bim, did not 
seem tn lie flitting across his vision and pla< ing 
upon his mind with that vividness and clearness 
which were displayed here yesterday. He said, 
in California, that this great I'nion would go on 
in its course, notwithstanding the puny efforts oi 
the silly savages that were letting Hv their ar- 
rows with the purpose of piercing it. " What has 
changed ihe Senator * mind on coming from that 
aide of th* continent to tbi ? What light has 
broken in upon bim? Haa he been struck on bis 
way, like Paul, w hen he was journeying from 
Tarsus to Damascus? Has torn* supernatural 
power disclosed to him that bis State and his pr., - 
pie will be ruined if they remain in the Union? 
Where •!•• we find the distinguished Senator only 
at the lis' session? On the 221 of May, last, 
when he made his celebrated rc-plv to th* Jienatcr 
from Illinois. [Mr. Douglas,] the Senator from 
Louisiana, alluding to ths contest for tbe Senate, 
between Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Douglas, said:

Th* Improaslon evident y made on the public 
mind, the' , before the presidential election, was 
that Lincoln, the rank Abolitionist now. was more 
conservative titan Mr. Douglas; and be s lid fur- 
ther, after reading the qaeatiaai put by Mr. Lin- 
coln, and hit answers to them: 

It is impos-ible. Mr. President, however we msv differ 
in opinion wilh the m in, not to admire the perfect can- 
dor and frankness with which tbe answers were given: 
no eifiiirocation; no cva-iou. 

Sine* that speech was made, since the Senator 
has traver *d from California to this point, th* 
grievances, the oppressions of Louisiana, have 
become ao great tbat she is justified in going out 
of tbe Cnion, taking into her |. -.r. inn tbe 
custom-house, tbe mint, the navigation of tbe 
MissL-aippi river, tb* fort', and arsenals.

[Applause in th* galleries ] In the rvmaiks 
tbat I mad* on the 19th of December, I discussed 
st some length the alleged right of secession. I 
repudiates! the whole doctri.ie. I introduced au- 
tborities to sbow its unsoundness, snd made de- 
ductions from those suthori r ies which have not 
been answered to this d iy; but I. v innuendo and 
indirection, without reference to 'the person who 
Used the authorities, attempts have lieen made to 
answer the ape-ch. I.et those who can answer 
the speech, answer the authorities; answer the 
conclusions which have been deduced from them.

Hut, Mr. President, when we com* to examine 
the views of some of tho-e who have been en- 
gaged in this work, we find that the foundation of 
their desire to breakup this government dttes 
beyond, and goes vary far back of, any recent ag- 
itation of tbe slavery question. 1 here are some 
men who want to break up this government any- 
how; who wsnts separation of tbe 1'i.i n There 
are some who have got tired of a government of 
the people.. They fear tbe people. Take tbe 
State of S. uth Carolina. Although she h i* bad 
Senators on this floor who have acted a portion 
of th* time witb tbe Democratic party, anil some- 
time* with no party, there is, in that State, an 
ancient and m fixed opposition to a goyerament by 
the people. Thev have an early prejudice against, 
this : long called democracy — a government of tbe 
people. Tbev entertained tho idea of seces-ion 
at a very early daj ; it is no new thing w ith them; 
it has uot arisen out of the alavery question and 
its recent agitation. Fven to this good day, the 
people, the freemen of South Carolina have never 
b -en permitted to vote for President and Vice 
Prtsident of the l'nited States. They have 
never tojojad that great luxury of freemen, i f 
having a voice in lb* selection of tbeir Chief 
Magistrate. 

• ••••* 

It will be seen from these two dc uments what 
the earlv notions of tha people of S.uth Carolina 
were. There never was, and I doubt vety much 
w hether, with a large portion of tbem, there ever 
will be, any idea of the people governing them- 
selves. They had a great aversion at that day to 
the idea of a government of the people. It was 
repudiated and in tbe document whicb has just 
lieen read, rigned by two hundred and ten citizens 
of Charleston, they proposed to pass bark under the 
Brili-h Government. This carries out the pre- 
vious proposition to remain wilh (treat Britain bv 
trasly stipulation, ai d not go through tbe revolu- 
tionary struggle with the ttexaftm with whom 
they bad formed a confederation. 

Again: in 1 8S.1, under Ihe pretense of resistance 
to the oper* ! • ' our revenue system and to a 
protective tariff, they wanted t«> break up tbe 
(iovernraent. Tbey were overruled then. Thoir 
pride was wou' ded hy that failure; and their de- 
termination was increased, whenever it was in 
their power, to break up this Union, or go out of 
ths government. This feeling, I bare no doubt, 
haa existed there fo in that period t o the present 
time. When we turn to the debates which re- 
cently to k place in the S.uth Carolina Conven- 
tion, we find that Mr. Maxcy Gregg. Mr. Rhe't, 
and others, eaid that their reason for going out of 
ths L'nion now dates sa far hack aa forty years, 
anme of them said thirty years, and some "twmtv. 
Mr. Gregg said, in the Siuth Car Una Conven- 
tion, on tbe '-'1st of December last: 

"If we undertake to set forth all the causer, do we not 
dishonor th" memory of all the ststesm-n of Oouth Caro- 
lina, now depart d. who c Humoured forty years btl 
war against ihe tariff and again.* lutein*! iuiprove- 
mmthy ray.ng nothing of the l'nited States Bank and 
other meaiin-s »hi> h m »y now be regard-d »- olwotet ■. » 

Mr. Rhttt, on th* 2ltb of December, said: 

"Tbe seeewlon of South Carolina is not an errut of a 
day. It Is not ant thing pnducod by Mr. Lincoln's el.-o- 
tiou. or by tbe uou-executioo of the foeitlvv slave lav. 
It hu been a matter wbieu ba* Is • n «« .taring laatd far 
thirty rears." 

Hence we see thst there la s design with som* 
to break up this government without reference to 
the slavery queatiiin; and the alavery ques'ionia 
by them made a pretense for destroying this 
I 'toon. They have at length passed their ordi- 
nance of secwaion; thev assume to lie out of the 
I'nion; they declars thst thev «r* no lomter* 
member of the Con'ederacy. Now whst sre the 
o her Slates called npon to do? Are Ibe other 
States called upon to mak* South Carolina an *x- 
•mnlar? Are those slave States wbo heliev* that 
freemen ahnuld govern, and tbat freemen can take 
care of slave property, to lie "precipitated in'o a 
revolution" bv following Ihe example of S>utb 
Carolina? Will they do hi Whit protection, 
what security will Tennessee, will Kentucky, will 
Virginia, will Maryland, or any o'her State, re- j 
ceire from .South Carolina by following her ex- 
ample? What protection can *b* giv* tjrem? On |

I march down upon Smtli Carolina! Did I 
propose any such thing? No. War ia not tht 
natural element of my mind; and, aa I itatcd in 
that speech, my thought* were turned on pe ce, 
and not on war. I want no strife. I want no war. 
In the languige of a ileui mitiati.iti that is numer- 
ous in the country, I may siy I hate war and love 
peace. I belong to t he peace purty. I thought, 
when I was m.king that speech, that I waa hold- 

| ing ont the olive branch of peace. I wanted to 
give quiet and conciliation to a distracted and 
•xcitett country. Tbat was the object I had in 

| view. War, 1 repeat, ia not the natural element 
of my mii.d. I would rather wear up-n my g.r- 
ments ths tinge of tbe shop and ibe dust of the 
field, as badges of the pursuits of peace, than the 
gaudy epaulette upr n mv shoulder, or a swi id 
dingling by my side, with its glittering scabbard, 
tbe insignia of strife, of war, of blood, of carnage; 
sometimes of honorable and glorious war. But. 
sir, I would rather see tbe people of tbe l'nited 
Slates st war with every other Power upon the 
habitable globe, than to be at war witb each 
other. If bliss! must be shed, let it not lie »hed 
by the people of these States, the one cont nding 
against the other. 

But the Senator went on still further In that 
discussion. Why it was necessary to follow up 
his attack upon me, I cannot tell". Alluding to 
the Senator from Tennessee, he said:

Tbso 
It was our d. ty, as it war our ir vilege. to ret I'.irth tbe 
principles on which thi* novnumeut r posed, and 
wide mutt be m tint ilued. or the rovernnutut cannot 
eiitt. 1'hey were the priuctples np.n which tbi • great 
hsttle ws* fought, that resulted lu the election of Mr. 
Lincolo. 

Before I take up th*t proposition in connection 
with what I said before, I wish to aay her* that, 
had tha Senator avowed lh decline prior to the 
laat presidential election that he a toned hare iu 
reply to me, expressing hia secession and disunion 
sentiments, I give it as my opinion that be could 
not bave obtained teu thousand voles iu tb* State 
of Tennessee in tbe lust election, and I think I 
k oow what I say. I give that, however, simply 
ss my opitiion. 

But to come hack to the point st whi -h the 
Senator speaks of the resolution* introduced bv 
the Senator from Missis- ippi.

Mr Johnson, of Tennessee, How long has it 
been since wawere p-erwrtd to go to war with th* 
moot formidable Power upon earth becau— abe 
claimed the right of search?

set? Batteries placed upon the banks of th*

Mr. President, vesterdav I proceeded in th* dis- 
cussion, in snswef to some of tbe attack* tbat had 
ham made on m*. to consider the question of the 
fro* navigation of the Mississippi river, snd I sh.U 
Is iv. mv remark* on that sul.joct at that point, 
and sh ill lake np another sentence of tbe Senati r 
from Oregon. I hive no dispoei'ion to do the Ser- 
ut ir from Oregon, or sny other Senator, injustice. 
In tbis connection. I will say, aa I bav* intimated 
ef re. that I thtnght bia attack upon me nnkiod 
and uncalled for. Let tbat be as it may, it i* nor 
my di-position or my intention on ibis occasion 
to do bim injustice." 1 intend to do bim full jus- 
tice. In the reply tbat he made to me— to which 
1 vt-sterdav referred — he gave the contradiction 
dirt ct to what I stated in tbe Presidential can 
v.iss, in answer to the charg* that bad been mad* 
that yon. Mr. President, and lb* Senator from 
Oregon, were disuidonia a; were in favor of s*c*s- 
sioit; and tbat vou wer* used by what was called 
the seceding or disunion party for the purpose of 
disrup' inr* ar I breaking np the goverr.men*. I 
met tbore charge — because I believed tbey were 
untiue, thai tbey were not founded in fact — in 
various place-, "before large assemblies, and, I 
tliought, succe-s.ullv, at least to mv own mil d. 
exonerat.il you and tbe candid itt for the V o* 
Presidency from the charge. I conf*** it wa* 
somewhat mortifying to me, after the r i..lv which 
the Senator made, to have to say to the people, 
and thecoi.rtry generally, that I vindicated hint 
againai a charge which was true; for, when we 
take up his speech here in reply to the remark* 
that I mado on that otcasinn, name of wbicb had 
the slight eat reference to bim. Involving neither 
bis position lief. re the country nor bia consisten- 
cy as a legislator, we find' that he took btsVI 
ground, adv. citing and justifying accession, argu- 
ing, in fict, that it wia constitutional. I felt, 
after that speech, that I was involved In ire n 
*i*ten. y before my people, tn inconsistency in 
in which I ..ugbt nor to bave been involved. ' 

But in that tame speech, in whicb the honora- 
ble Senator involved me in these contradictions, 
be goe* on to state — and I will do hi.n justice by 
reading bis ape*cn, for I do not want to misquote 
him: 

But, sir, understand me : I sm not a dlannionist 1 
am for the right, sod I would hare It In the l'„iou: and 
ifitc.nnot b* ohtsined there. I would go out of the 
I'ntoo, and have that out of the Union that I could not 
obtaiu iu it, though I was entitled to it 

Mr. President. I hav* railed th* attenti n of 
tho Senate in tbe paragraph of the Senator'* 
speech which I hav* just read, in which be disa- 
vows disunion sentiments; but when you take 
the preceding part of hia speech, you And that he 
advocates th* dactrine of disunion and secession 
alrmsir from the beginning up to the sentence that 
I hive read. It seem* to m* it i* paradoxical: 
but lhat may b* my misfbrtun*, not bia. H* may 
\m c .pible of reconciling tb* conflict, tbe seaming 
ir.consiatencv of first advocsting th* doctrine of 
dissolution, secession, and disunion, snd then st 
ths asms time exclaiming that be is no disunion 
fax. I do not know h w a Senator can he for tbe 
Union, and at the asm* time conced* th* right 
that a State haa the authority to secede nnder 
the (.'.institution; that it is justified in seceding, 
and ought to secede; thst when it demands rights 
in the Union that it cannot get. It should go oat 
of th* Union to obtain tbat which conld cot be 
obtained in it. But let all that nam I wish to 
do him no injustice; and tberefora I desired to 
call attention, in the remarks tbst I 
to his disclaimer of being a 
ceseionisr.

of a conrcnti n under six years If thi* 
course wa* politic eleven years ago, it certain- 
ly operates wi'h equal force at the present time 
when the ultrai-ts »dmtt that a convention 
looks totece-sinn. and no on* can doubt that 
si cession in K mucky would virually be an 
act of emancipation to be carri-d out in a very 
few yean. The people of our State- know 
tr.is, and they will therefore be slow to peril 
the existence of their slave property, while 
a chancy remains to proti at it under the Fed- 
eral Constitution and within the guardianship 
of the pre-ent Union. Thesooestion mine waa 
sprung too soon in the Cotton States, and they 
exposed their designs prematurely, if their pur- 
pose was to form a Southern Conf. ileracy, in- 
cluding all the slaveholding Slates. They have 
| told ns very candidly that they had no fault to 
find with the Federal Government, and ths, 
the disruption of the Union was merely a "pol- 
itical" movement. They have told the Border 
States of their section, too, that they did not 
care to take them into their councils, ard tbat 
they were determined to keep them as a per- 
mnnent rampart or cordon between the free 
j States of the North and the Gulf States. They 
hare proclaimed that the slaves of the Border 
States shall not be brought for sale into thi ir 
Southern Confederacy, so that when we are 
exposed, if such an event should ever occur, to 
an uafriendly Northern frontier without tha 
protection of our present guaranties under the 
Federal Constitution, the process of coerced 
emancipation will be accelerated with terrible 
rapidity. Nothing in tho annals of history hat 
shown such base cowardice as this determina- 
tion of the extreme South to hold the Border 
Slave States bsfore them for protection in ease 
of future conflict. The pec ple of Kentucky 
arc fully cognizant of this arrant poltroonrey, 
and their representatives in the Legi-latare 
carried out their views with unimpeachable fi- 
delity in resisting any action which looked to- 
ward secession, or could give the disunionttts 
any reason to believe that our State would be 
dragged into the miserablo attitude which the 
craft of the Yancey-Breckinridge movement 
had prepared lor her. 

The rock-rooted loyalty of Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, and Kentucky hat been interposed as a 
breakwater to the wild surges of fanaticism 
and treason, which were carri >d along almost 
irresistibly, prostrating in their course all 
reverence for the Union, all respect or tha 
Constitution, and all deference to the laws. 
It was the good fortune of the Legislature of 
Kentucky to lie the first representative body 
which resisted this hit .-• wave as it came 
onwaej wii'u Ial threatening crest and hoarse 
and deafening din, and so firmly was it resist- 
ed, so gallantly did the noble representative* 
mi our honored State conduct themselves, that 
the engineers who convoked them and hoped 
to find them pliant instruments for unworthy 
purposes, were hoisted by their ow n petard. 
No one but the disconcerted plotters, thus 
signally foiled and terribly rebuked, will dare 
to say that the majorities in b ith branches of 
our L gislature did not reflect the popular 
sentiment of Kentucky, and we may add, after 
the result of the recent elections in Virginia 
and Tennes*ec, the sentiment of all the Border 
States. Woo would place our State in the 
MM position with any one of the seceding 
S-ates a: the present moment, if he had the 
power? Who believes in a governmental ex- 
periment that is pledged to free) trade and 
direct taxation, which are the entering wedges 
to a -y-tera wh.-ro capital and labor are to bo 
in "irrepressible conflict," and where honest 
industry will have to compete with the pauper 
la'jor of Europ.-. in all the mechanical avoca- 
tions of our country? There is not a 
man to be found in Kentucky, who would 
be po reckicM us to try the uncertain 
futnre of the Somliern Confederacy, without 
a—uranccs of equal righta and representation, 
and of a system of political economy which 
will elevate the industrial classes, especially as 
the trial must be accomplished by the absolute 
surrendering of all our present guarantees, and 
the abnegation of the American policy of pro- 
tection. View this question of secession in 
any light which will make it look the most at- 
tractive, and it can offer no charms to allure 
Kentucky from her present proud security, 
consciousness of strength, and integrity of pur- 
pise. The track of the secession's whirlwind 
has been that of ruin and desolation; those 
who sowed tbe wind may fancy that there is 
security for them, but to our view there is noth- 
ing left to them but pitiable failure in tbe 
present, and the execration of posterity. From 
all their machinations Kentucky stands proud- 
ly aloof. She is for the Union under the Con- 
stitution, as long as her position can be main- 
tained with honor und without the surrender 
of her guaranteed rights. Those who couusel 
her to any precipitate course are lal*e to her 
best interests, — time-serving politicians, chiefly, 
who look for personal elevation amid tbat 
general wreck of our business a flairs and 
political relations which they would bring 
•bout, if they dared, or if they knew how 
to accomplish it. The people of Kentucky will 
in cn'ni dignity abide the proper time to speak 
and act. If the -urcharged clouds of civil 
strife should burst over their heads, the T 
will not pile with craven fears nor exhibit the 
excitement which springs from want of prepa- 
ration and reflection; but, if the sun of pacifi- 
cation, now kindling in the east, should di-pel 
the political miasma, and the clear, unclouded 
sky again shine cheerily over the land, they 
will have no record stained with constructive 
treason to erase, no act of legislation to re- 
verse, no backward step to take. Tbe pen of 
history, when it narrates the strange convul- 
sions of the past six months, will have no op- 
portunity of entering one line to impugn the 
Ioyal'y of Kentucky or the unswerving attach- 
mont of her sons to the noble heritage trans- 
mitted by their sires. God bless Kentucky! 
keep her legislators constant in the patriotic 
policy which has marked the doings of the 
extra session, and imbue her people with a due 
appreciation of the gallant stand which their 
representatives have made again-t malign in- 
fluences and tbe dangerous plot* of secret 
treachery.
